Are any disposed to object to such resolutions 
let them examine many of the covenants recorded 
in the Bible for our instruction and imitation.

ve thither tous.” He thought it was necessary to 
assemble all the people together, read to them the 
law, “make a sure covenant, and write it,” and 
have the “ princes, Levites and priests, seal unto 
it.’ which wasdone. Then lollow the names ol 
the first men in their nation as may be seen in the 
tenth chapter of Nehemiah; and after they had sub- 
scribed to this covenant “the rest of the people, 
the priests, the Levites, the porters, the singers, 
the Nethinims, and al! they that had separated 
themselves from the people of the land unto the 
law of the Lord, their wives, their sons and their 
daughters, every one having knowledge and hav- 
ing understanding,—they clave to their brethren, 
their nobles, and entered intoa curse and into an 
oath to walk in God’s law, wh was given by 
Moses the servant of God, and to observe and do 
all the commandments of the Lord our God, and 
his judgments and his statutes : and farther, they 
covenanted that they would not buy on the Sabbath 
day any ware or victuals which might be brought 
int» their market.”

The young wen rose in a body, and having heen joitted 
by the Citizens, forced their way through the troops towards 
the residence of the Grend Duke, half a mile from War- 
saw. Many Russian offtcers fell under the blows of Polish 
vengeance, and Constantine only escaped by a back passage. 

This movewent imunediately spread to the country, which 
was soon in arms for the assistance of their countrymen in 
Warsaw. A provisional Government was organized, and 
on the 6th of December all war quiet. 

Conspiracy at Milan.—We have received, says the Lon- 
don Atlas of Dec. 19, the Paris papers of Tuesday. They 
contain a curious dramatic political scene, which is said 
to have been acted at Milan. A conspiracy, on a grand 
scale, was organized in the city against the Austrian au- 
thorities. The conspirators were assembled in the pit of 
the theatre, and there, at a certain signal, the insurrection 
was to have broken out. The bell rung, the curtain rose, 
and discovered the stage crowded with Austrian soldiers ; 
their muskets pointed to the pit. Every door was similar- 
lv beset, and the astonished revolutionists were arrested 
to a man in the very scene of the Couspirany, and conduct- 
ed to the fortress of Speilberg.
